Heretofore the scurrilous attacks upon Mr. McCall have 
been in the shape of cartoons, but the alleged artist has 
doubtless exhausted himself, and so the editor takes a hand 
in trying to pick flaws in the management of the New 
York Life, but his attempt is quite as idiotic as that of 
the cartoonist. By the way, who is responsible for the 
umbilical cord that binds The Appendicitis to the Morris- 
town cartoonist ? 





Wuartever may be the result of the presidential contest 
that now so deeply stirs the country, the prospects are that 
there will be an unusual amount of vicious legislation 
attempted this winter in the State legislatures. The hos- 
tility to corporations especially is likely to be more pro- 
nounced than ever before, as the populists are pretty sure 
to receive some additions to their number in some of these 
bodies. In the conduct of the presidential campaign, the 
advocates of that party have availed themselves of every 
opportunity to array ‘‘ the masses against the classes,’”’ and 
“soulless corporations ’’ are included among the latter. 
The antagonism thus created is not to be allayed in a 
moment, but will manifest itself as opportunity offers. 
Insurance is a target that legislative agitators delight in 
shooting at, and State legislators will be loaded to the 
muzzle this winter with ammunition calculated to harass 
and embarrass that business in all its varied forms. It is 
well for those interested to be forewarned to the end that 
they may be prepared for the strife that is before them. 
In the interests of their policyholders and the general 
public they are bound to oppose any legislation that 
threatens them with injustice or is intended to add to 
their burdens. It is their patrons, the policyholders, that 
suffer from bad legislation, but the companies are the 
guardians of their interests in this respect. 





Tue erratic manager of the Guarantors Liability Indem- 
nity Company of Pennsylvania is persistent in his refusal 
to allow State officials to examine his company, and also to 
ascertain whether or not the courts will sustain such officials 
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when they revoke the company’s license because of such 
refusal. In Massachusetts he obtained a temporary injunc- 
tion restraining Commissioner Merrill from revoking the 
license, but when the case came to be heard by the court, 
the injunction was dissolved, and thereupon the license 
was revoked. From the decision of the court Mr. Loper 
appealed. In Wisconsin application has been made to the 
court for a mandamus to compel the Insurance Commis- 
sioner to issue a license to the company, he having recently 
revoked the one under which the company had been oper- 
ating. Proceedings have been begun against the Superin- 
tendent in Missouri, a temporary injunction granted, and 
the hearing is set down for the 26th inst. Illinois, Ten- 
nessee and Arkansas have also withdrawn their licenses to 
the company and probably Mr. Loper will take proceedings 
to compel their reissue. There is little likelihood that the 
courts will interfere with the ruling of the State insurance 
officials, for the reason that the State laws leave it discre- 
tionary with them what companies they will license to do 
business. The duties and responsibilities of insurance 
officials are pretty well defined by statutes, and among 
other things they are required to examine any company at 
their discretion, and if a company refuses to be examined 
they are required to revoke its license. The law in this 
matter was well laid down by the highest court in Kansas, 
that refused to interfere with the ruling of the Insurance 
Superintendent in the case of the Mutual Reserve Fund. 
There is no reason to expect a different ruling in the case 
of the Guarantors in any State where proceedings have 
been commenced, 





Se_pom have the people of this country been so deeply 
stirred in a political campaign as. they are at the present 
time. ‘The most prominent issue involved is one of finance, 
which comparatively few understand in its numerous details 
and extended ramifications, but it is generally understood 
that the welfare of the country depends upon the result of 
the election. Whether our present currency standard shall 
be maintained, having a gold basis, or a new one substi- 
tuted, having a silver basis, is to be determined on Novem- 
ber 3 by the votes of the people. While the question is in 
abeyance, the business of the country is in a state of sus- 
pense. The mere suggestion that our currency may be 
debased to a silver standard has been sufficient to paralyze 
business enterprise and to restrain capital from investing 
in directions that would be alluring and profitable under 
ordinary conditions. Yet there is a general belief that the 
free silver party will be sadly defeated at the polls, and an 
overwhelming victory recorded for sound money. So sen- 
sitive, however, is capital that it will take no chances on 
the result, and as a consequence everybody is waiting for 
the verdict before extending their business arrangements, 
but with so much confidence that it will be for the right 
that they are preparing for greater ventures when the 
verdict is recorded. Contracts of various kinds are being 
made subject to the result of the election; if McKinley 
wins, they are to go into effect, but if Bryan is elected 
they are to be canceled. We have heard of quite a num- 
ber of applications for large amounts of life insurance to be 
taken on these terms, one agent alone having several hun- 
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dred thousands of insurance to issue immediately that the 
announcement is made that McKinley is elected, the appli- 
cations to be returned if heis defeated. Thisis a ‘* straw ”’ 
tending to indicate how business men are feeling on the 
subject, and how willing they are to ‘‘ branch out” if the 
sound money party is triumphant. The prediction is very 
generally made that the election of McKinley will be fol- 
lowed by a ** business boom ” of great magnitude that will 
last for several years, bringing activity and prosperity to 
all lines of industry. 





INCOMPETENT LIFE INSURANCE AGENTS. 

NE of the most difficult tasks devolving upon the 
() management of a life insurance company lies in the 
selection of an efficient and trustworthy corps of agents. As 
a rule, life agents are live, active business men, of thorough 
integrity and unusual intelligence, devoted to their call- 
ing because of its grand opportunities for beneficent work 
among their fellow men. But in every flock there are 
some sheep that are either wholly black or a little*‘off color.’’ 
The woods are full of men who would like to represent a 
good company, but where there is one competent to do so 
in a proper and becoming manner there are fifty whose 
employment would be an injury to the company. Not 
that they are dishonest or untrustworthy, but because they 
have not a due appreciation of the work they would under- 
take or of the responsibility they would assume towards 
the company and the public. Men who have been unsuc- 
cessful in other enterprises turn to the insurance business 
as one requiring nocapital to launch them, little intelligence, 
involves no responsibility and is remunerative in accord- 
ance with the amount of business they can bring in. 
Unfortunately too many of this class have found places in 
evidences of their

of earning commissions, caring nothing for its underlying 
principles that place it in the front rank of beneficient insti- 
tutions, or for the methods they employ when soliciting 
applications. Their interest being concentrated upon the 
commissions they can secure for themselves, they do not 
scruple to misrepresent the conditions of the policies they 
offer, or to delude their customer into expecting greater 
benefits than the contract warrants. It is this same class 
of solicitors that is responsible for the prevalence of the 
rebate evil, for in their anxiety to secure commissions they 
are willing to share with the applicant the compensation 
that should belong exclusively to themselves. The evil 
practices indulged in by irresponsible agents and solicitors 
is chargeable to a great extent for whatever prejudice exists 
against life insurance, and for having educated the public 
to expect a discount whenever solicited to apply for life 
insurance. 

But aside from the positive injury inflicted upon the busi- 
ness by incompetent or irresponsible agents by their evil 
methods, there is further injury done by their lack of thor- 
oughness in carrying out what they attempt todo. When 
a solicitor has ascertained that a person needs life insurance 
and is willing to take it, he should constitute himself that 
man’s friend and guardian to the extent of seeing that he 
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gets what he wants, and in the form that is best suited ty 
his condition.

It is shown in this table that while the larger number of storms 
cause a loss of from $11,000 to $25,000, the aggregate loss caused by 
the fifty-nine storms of this class was less by one-half than the total 
loss caused by the Louisville tornado of 1890, with a loss of $2,230,000, 
and also considerably less than the total loss caused by four tornadoes 
with an average loss of from $500,000 to $1,000,000. For a few of the

ArE TORNADOES ON THE INCREASE ? 


The table showing the tornado losses by years for the period 
1890-94, together with our knowledge of the property loss caused by 
the tornado of May 27, 1896, suggests the question as to the increase 
in the prevalence of such storms and the consequent increase in the 
amount of damage done to life and property. Unfortunately no posi- 
tive assertions are, at present, warranted on the basis of the limited 


body of facts which has been collected. 


A collection of tornado statis- 


tics, made a few years ago by Lieutenant Finley, seemed to prove 
that the frequency of such storms was on the increase, but this view 
is opposed by Lieutenant Finley himself and those who have made a 


more recent study of the subject. 


Others have tried to establish a 


law of periodicity of tornadoes in connection with the periodical 
increase of sun spots which take place at intervals of about eleven 
years, more or less, and there would seem to be some foundation for 
the belief in this theory on the basis of the investigations of Professor 
Hazen and others, but want of space forbids any extended discussion 


of these theoretical aspects of the question. 

It has been shown that it is not so much the number of storms as 
the accidental occurrence of a single storm of exceptional violence and 
exceptionally favorable location for the destruction of property that 
must concern those who would take a practical view of the matter for 


insurance purposes. 
prove that there has been a very considerable increase in the amount 
of damage done by tornadoes of exceptional violence during recent 
years, and while a strict comparison of present data with those for past 
periods is difficult I have brought together the tornado losses of seven- 
teen States for the period of 1876-84 as collected and published by Prof. 
Hazen and compared the same with-the losses for the period 1890-4.

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It will be observed at once that Kentucky has no place in this table, 
and for the reason that previous to 1884 this State was not classed as a 
‘tornado State.’’ Out of the seventeen States in Professor Hazen’s 
table the largest loss occurred in Missouri, while in my own tabulation 
the largest loss occurred in Kansas. In both tables Illinois holds the 
same position and recent experience warrants the prediction that for 
many years to come the tornado losses will be, as they are here shown 
to have been, greatest in the two States so recently and terribly 
afflicted by the tornado of May 27. And while the tables are wanting 
in that degree of accuracy which would make the calculations of 
rates for insurance purposes possible, they will at least serve the use- 
ful purposes of showing the great importance of these two States in 
the category of the so-called ‘‘ tornado States.’’ 








NEW YORK SURVEYS. 


Last week the Tariff Association of this city enjoyed the unusual 
sensation of holding its regular monthly meeting one week ahead 
instead of one day later than the local board. ‘The rules require the 
board to meet th> third Wednesday of each month and the Tariff 
Association to meet on the third Thursday, but this month the board 
session was not held until yesterday.

We have heard in 
two large offices that agents who were never before known to be over 
thirty days delinquent are now sixty and in some cases ninety days in 
arrears. They write apologetic letters about their inability to pay 
because of the inability to collect from policyholders. ‘This refers to 
large as well as small cities. Here in New York the payments are 
more regular and less in percentage in arrears, but every office has, 
however, a longer list of delinquents than ever. This is a very dis- 
couraging fact, but the companies are more disposed to extend credits 
than to order cancellations.

CORRESPONDENCE. 
NEW ENGLAND. 


[From Our Own CorRESPONDENT. ] 

The marine underwriters have had something to do during the past 
few days adjusting losses caused by the severe gale. The disasters 
to New England coasting vessels was considerable, and beside a large 
number of craft lost and badly damaged there were several cargoes of 
lumber that have had to be settled for. 

The officials of the Guarantors Liability Indemnity Company of 
Philadelphia, which was recently turned out of Massachusetts, are in 
pretty small business and show the smallness of their calibre when they 
insinuate that, had Insurance Commissioner Merrill not been ill, the 
outcome of the affair would have been different, whereas the company 
was not given fair treatment by Deputy Commissioner Cutting. The 
action of Mr. Cutting was wholly in accord with the ideas of the Com- 
missioner, who, though he was ill in bed, was sufficiently vigorous 
mentally to deal with the very smart officials of the Guarautors. The 
only difference there would have been had Major Merrill been at the 
State house at the time was that perhaps the company would have had 
its license revoked sooner than was done. 

One of the directors of the New England Burglary Insurance Com- 
pany, B. R. Allen, died of typhoid fever early in the week. 

The annual meeting of the Boston Board of Fire Underwriters will 
be held on November 10, at which time officers for the ensuing year 
will be elected. 

The Boston Board of Fire Underwriters is once more struggling 
with tke question of rates on three-story buildings. The agents are 
the agitators in the case, complaining that the rates are now too high. 

The board has been notified by the Boston building inspectors that 
buildings, mostly dwelling houses, in various parts of the city, have 
been erected without regard to the requirements of the building laws, 
and in some cases in direct violation thereof. The building inspectors 
propose to prosecute the owners of these buildings. The Boston 
board has furnished the agents with a list of the buildings in order 
that they may take such action as they deem proper with regard to 
their policies. 

Receiver W. B. Durant of the Commonwealth Mutual Fire Insurance 
Company has given notice that all claims against the company must 
be presented before January 15, 1897, in order that the claimants may 
share in the residue—if any. 

Things are becoming hot in Fall River between the collectors of 
industrial insurance companies and the agents of the companies. The 
former charge that the latter are conspiring to prevent them from 
organizing, the agents threatening to discharge the collectors if they 
continue the agitation on mutual protection. 

The city of Woonsocket, R. I., has become wearied of paying large 
sums for damage caused by accidents to employees in the city depart- 
ments and is contemplating the taking out of insurance policies to 
protect itself against loss by death of or accident to employees. 

The town of Uxbridge, Mass , has so improved its hydrant and fire 
service that the rates, increased a few years ago on account of ineffi- 
cient fire protection, have been reduced twenty five per cent on all 
dwellings and private barns located within 500 feet of a hydrant.

ST. LOUIS. 
[From Our Own CorresPponveEnT. ] 

The St. Louis Board of Fire Underwriters, on the 13th inst., reduced 
the schedule rates on all classes of insurance in the ‘‘ congested dis- 
trict ’’ to the extent of ten per cent, except the rates on fireproof build- 
ings equipped with automatic sprinklers. It is estimated that about 
$1,500,000 are paid annually by business men in this district, so that 
the reduction made as above is equivalent to a yearly saving of about 
$150,000 to insurers. Local fire underwriters have, for a considerable 
time, been in favor of reducing rates, but there was much difficulty 
in getting the insurance companies to consent to this reduction. The 
excellent discipline that has been maintained in the fire department 
has doubtless had its weight in bringing about this reduction by the 
board.

In the suit recently brought by the Guarantors Liability and Indem- 
nity Company of Philadelphia to restrain the Superintendent of the 
insurance department from revoking its license, and in which Judge 
Wood had granted a temporary order and an order to show cause, 
Mr. Hereford, who represented Major Waddill, complained that the 
issuance of the order was ill- adviend. In the first place there was 
no equity in the bill, he said, and secondly, the order was granted e. 
parte and without the petitioner being required to give bond. But 
Mr. Hereford mainly relied on the proposition that the insurance 
department was a part of the executive branch of the State govern- 
ment, and was no more answe got to the courts than the Governor 
would be for the performance of his duties. If the Superintendent 
had made a mistake the remedy was not by injunction. In the case 
at bar the defendant had already had its license revoked, and could 
suffer no more harm if the Superintendent were allowed to go on and 
— the publication of the notice of such revocation. The case 

yas then taker under advisement, Judge Wood oe that the peti- 
tion stated a cause of action, and the order would stand with a bond 
of $1000. Mr. Hereford represented, however, that ms complainant 
might dismiss the bill as soon as it had defeated the last publication 
of the notice, and to prevent this, the judge ruled that the company 
give a bond, otherwise the order would be set aside. The bond was 
filed. 

Pleadings have been made up in the case of Ann Wade against the 
Preferfed Accident Insurance Company of New York. Mrs. Wade 
sued for $5000 on an accident policy issued to her husband Mont Wade. 
The answer is that the company is not liable. Wade was killed in a 
saloon fight at Butler, Mo., in October of last year, and his policy read 
that the company would not be liable if death resulted from an ‘‘ alter- 
cation or quarrel.’’ The reply states that this is no defense to the 
action. 

Judge Adams and a jury in the United States Circuit Court lately 
heard the case of Maud F. C. Taliaferro vs. the Travelers Protective 
Association on a $4000 policy issued to her husband Edward. The 
deceased was killed in a fight with his cousin, Henry Frith, in Novem- 
ber, 1893. The defense was that the killing under such circumstances 
was not accidental, death having resulted from the intentional act of 
another. Judge Adams charged that if Taliaferro went to Frith’s 
house for the purpose of provoking a deadly quarrel his killing, under 
such conditions, was not accidental, and the insurance company was 
not liable. He added that while it was not in the province of a judge 
to determine this question, he thought that the court might sometimes 
help the jury as to matters of fact, and he would here say that in his 
judgment the deceased went to Frith’s with a deadly purpose in his 
heart, and must be presumed to have intended the consequences of 
his act. To this feature of the charge the plaintiff's counsel excepted. 
Notwithstanding the judge’s opinion the jury took a different view of 
the case and found for the plaintiff for her claim with interest, aggre- 
gating $4,461.33. Judge Adams at once set aside the verdict. 

More suits for the insurance on the life of the late Captain D. P. 
Slattery have been filed in the Circuit Court. Francis B. Aglar, a 
son-in-law of the deceased and guardian of his minor children, entered 
suit against the Union Casuz ty Company of St. Louis for $20,000 and 
— the Fidelity and Casualty Company of New York for $10,000. 

Captain Slattery met his death by drowning at King’s lake, Mo., and 
the circumstances connected with the fatz lity gave rise to the theory 
of suicide, and for this reason the companies have refused payment 
of the policies.

PHILADELPHIA.

The dissatisfaction and agitation throughout local insurance circles, 
relative to violation of rules of the Philadelphia Fire Underwriters 
Association, and the general disregard of any rule bearing on the com- 
mission question, found expression at a meeting called for the purpose 
held Thursday, October 8, 1896. at the rooms of the Middle Depart- 
ment Association. It was a large and representative meeting, nearly 
if not all of the local companies and agencies represente d. There 
were also some visiting members of the executive committee of the 
underwriters association present in addition to the Philadelphia mem- 
bers. The matter was pretty thoroughly discussed, nearly every one 
present having more or less to say on the subject. Charles R. Peck, 
president of the Fire Insurance Company of the County of Philadel- 
phia, acted as chairman of the meeting, and it was resolved that it be 
the sense of the meeting that he should appoint a committee of seven 
‘*to consider and formulate such other plans as may be desired to 
carry forward the objects of the meeting, and said committee to invite 
a free conference with the executive committee of the Phile idelphia 
Underwriters Association and to act in conjunction with it.’ 

The following resolutions were adopted almost unanimously: 

First—That the constitution of the Philadelphia Fire Underwriters 
Association be amended so as to allow the reconstruction of the execu- 
tive committee and that it consist of officers of four local companies 
and five local agents, 
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Second—That the solicitor system be abolished and that brokerages 
be limited to not exceeding fifteen per cent on all rated business, 

Third—That all business in the city of Philadelphia of every nature. 
including perpetuals, be rated. 

Fourth—That a committee of seven be appointed to f ulate the 
views of the meeting and present the same to the annu 
the Tariff Association to be held in November next.

Hollisshead, Charles Platt, 7 and Louis C. Madeira, Jr. This 
committee have prepared a circular letter which is now in tke hands 
of all local insurance men, asking for their views touching the matter 
of their appointment, which is, as stated above, to consider and form. 
ulate plans to secure a more systematic co-operation in the conduct of 
fire underwriting in this city. This movement, coming at the time it 
does, should not fail to have a beneficial result, and it behooves every 
one who is at all interested in maintaining order in our |} ness here 
to give the matter careful consideration, and to use their energies to 
further the efforts of the committee.

The 
prime mover in the enterprise was Kimball C. Atwood, who proceeded 
to build up the company on the lines implied by its name, # ¢., by 
insuring only those persons engaged in the least hazardous occupa- 
tions properly styled preferred. A large measure of success was 
achieved in the first few years of the Preferred’s existence as a mutual 
institution, due mainly to the indefatigable work of Secretary Atwood 
in systematically organizing the field and also to the ingenuity he dis- 
played in devising new forms of policies, each tending to greater 
liberality toward the insured. Year by year the popularity and 
strength of the Preferred grew until in the year 1892 its receipts from 
policvholders amounted to more than $433,000. At the close of that 
year it became evident that a larger growth could be achieved by a 
change to the stock system, which would also insure greater perma- 
nence to the company and at the same time materially increase the 
confidence of the policyholders in it.

Lioyp R. Co_EmAN, president of the Mechanics and Trade:s Insur- 
ance Company of New Orleans, from its organization until his death, 
died last week at the age of seventy-seven years. Mr. Coleman was 
descended from an old Virginia family and was born in Kentucky in 
1819. After reaching his majority he migrated southward, locating 
first at Athens, Ala., then at Pontotoc, Miss., and later at Vicksburg. 
Here he was eminently successful in business, but went to New 
Orleans in 1856 in search of a wider field. He at once took a leading 
place in the cotton business, but his fortune was swept away by the 
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war. In 1869 he organized the Mechanics and Traders Insurance 
Company and served that company faithfully and well as president 
during its entire existence. It was criginally started as a mutual and 
was later converted into a stock company, having been so well man- 
aged that the stock has cost the original members only about ten per 
cent. Mr. Coleman was universally known and beloved in New 
Orleans, and his place in the esteem of his fellow townsmen will be 
difficult to fill. 

Robert Maxwell has been chosen to succeed Mr. Coleman as presi- 
dent of the Mechanics and Traders, and Colonel T. L. Macon has 
been elected vice-presideat

At the last meeting of the managers several amendments to existing 
rates were adopted and several new rules and rates were agreed to, 
all of which are to take effect on and after November1. There will 
probably be no further meetings of the managers until some time in 
December, owing to the absence in Europe of Mr. Endicott, chairman 
of the board, who is on his annual visit to the home office of his com- 
pany, the Employers Liability Assurance Corporation of London. 

At the last meeting of the New York Liability Association a resolu- 
tion was adopted that subsequent meetings of the association be held 
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on the second Tuesday of each month instead of the second and fourth 
Tuesdays as formerly.
